The EJ. Shaylor Block at Adams and Pine streets is home to the Berners Schober architectural 
firm and Liberty Cafe. 
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The E.J. Shaylor Block, at the southeast corner of Adams and Pine 
streets, has undergone significant external changes since it was photo¬ 
graphed around 1920. The main entrance, originally on North Adams 
Street, was moved to Pine Street. The first floor windows were also 
changed to display windows. The building is now home to the Berners 
Schober architectural firm and the Liberty Cafe.
